On one 
side are miles and miles of weeds 
through which. runs a river which 
goes down towards Dlring, 50 miles 
away, There are u number of water- 
falls some of whlch, are very benuti- 
ful and which provide excellent 
reasons for walks, plenics and motor 


drives, 
Much Wild Life 

On the other side {s country which 
rather resembles the South Downs. 
Herds of wild deer which are pro- 
fected, wander about freely, There 
fs a large tea plantation which !s 
worth visiting ond, further nwway in 
the valley, are real forests in which 
tigers and clephants and many other 
types of wild game lve, 

Dalat itself consists of three hotels, 
one street with a few shops on it 
Which Is about 1,000 yards long and 
sever! hundred bungalows built 
along avenues which branch off the 
‘main road. About a mile from the 
hotel, on top of a small hill, is the 
native market which js the centre of 
a large square and js surrounded by 
more .shops. 

The Governor General, the provin- 
cial governors of Annam and Cochin 
Chinn, the Emperor of Annam and 
many of the firms and rubber estates 
near Salgon have bungalows at Dalat 
which thay occupy part of the year, 
In addition there is a small per- 
manent population, the commissioner 
(they call him "the Resident"), the 
doctors of ‘the Institute Pasteur and 
a number of teachers for the two or 
three large schools. Besides ‘the 
junior and senior Government lycCe 
there is a private school run by some 
Catholfe Sisters, é 

There are three hotels. We stdyed 
at the Palace Langdlan, which 
quoted us $18 a day for two of us, 
including our small boy aged two, 
who I might tell you, has an enor- 
mous appetite. 

A Gold Mine 

The hotel is good, although it docs 
“not-come-up~to-my~idea~of-n-really 
comfortable hotel. The food ond the 
service are excellent. The Park 
Hotel which is quite near, and Js run 
by the same management, $s $2 or a 
dollar .a day ‘cheaper, 
been recently put up. There fs a 
third hotel called the Desuntl or 
Grand Hotel, which quoted me $275 
to $350 per month for a double room 
for two, It looked a littie: primitive 
but I know a man In Hongkong who 
spent his honeymoon there n few 
“months ago and who strongly re- 
commended it. : 

Dalat, in-my ipinion, is a gold mine 
if it can only be developed a little 
more. J beli¢ve an enterprising firm 
could rent a dozen bungalows and 
keep them filled all the year round 
with people from Malaya in the win- 
ter (they jhave frosts in January) 
from Indo-China tn the. Spring and 
from Hongkong and Shanghai In the 
summer.

Arms Profits 


OME at least of the-lessons of 
the Great War have not been 
forgotten. One after another, 
restrictions then found necessary 
ave returning to a new period of 
life. 

Exeessive profit on the makings 
of armuments might have pass- 
ed without particular notice 
during normal times, bul in the 
present phase of our existence, 
when so many ‘millions of money 
are being absorbed annually by 
the war god, it is essential that 
the-national-necessity_should_not_ 
be exploited unduly for private 
gain. _ 

The equitable taxation of 
armament profits is a very com- 
plicated matter, likely to cause 
much worry to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer and is collabora- 
tors, but it seems, from the 
details given in the White Paper 
published last week, that the 
Government, is attacking the 
problem in ‘a reasonable way. 
The firms directly concerned in 
the proposed new impost are not 
likely to show much enthusiasm 
for it, but their feelings will not 
weigh much with the general 
public! 


Despite the present extent of 
the expenditure on armaments, 
even the Government's most 
unrelenting and ingenious critics 
have had Singularly little to say 
about the country’s not getting 
value for its money. This, it is 
to be hoped, justifies the assump- 
tion that.there are no “scandals” 


1 such ag came ‘to be associated 


with armaments expenditure 
during the Great'War. In the 
stress of that struggle, moncy 
had to be spent with often 
inadequate supervision. 

In peace time a much more 
elaborate and effective system ‘of 
checks is possible, The Govern-

OME at least of the lessons of 
the Great War have not been 
forgotten.

The equitable taxation of 
armament profits is a very com- 
pliceted matter, likely to cause

OME at least of the lessons of 
the Great War have not been 
forgotten.

Excessive profit on the making 
of armaments might have pass- 
ed without particular notice 
during normal times, but in the 
present phase of our existence, 
when so many millions of money 
are being absorbed annually by 
the war: god, it is essential that 


the nationel necessity_should_not 


be exploited unduly for private 
gain. : i 


The equitable taxation of 
‘armament profits is a very com- 
pliceted matter, likely to cause 
much worry to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer and his collabora- 
tors, but it seems, from the 
details given in the White Paper 
published last week, that the 
Government is attacking the 
problem in a reasonable way. 
The firms directly concerned in 
the proposed new impost are not 
likely to show much enthusiasm 
for it, but their feelings will not 
weigh much with the general 
public!

From the evidence thot had been 
presented, went on Mr. Silva, it 
could be inferred that Campbell 
might have met his death through 
falling‘from the pillar which he was 
climbing Iike a South Seas native in 
an attempt to enter the room again; 
that he might have been knocked 
down by a motor car; that he might 
have deliberately Ieft his jacket be- 
hind in‘ order to provide himsclf 
with an excuse for coming back; and 
that he might have forgotten about 
the jacket when he left in a temper. 

If the Jury were of the opinion 
thgt Campbell fell from the balcony, 
was St not possible that,- being the 
worse for di: , he staggered to the 
verandah, on entering the room a 
second time, and fell over? Miss 
Ravogo hod ‘stated that sho herself 
was drunk and was feeling 0 slecpy 
that she did not not even trouble to 
take off her dress before going to 
sleep. Mr, Silva suggested that this 
was a very possible and reasonable 
conclusion to arrive at by the Jury, 
without attaching blame to.ahyone.
